During a three hour meeting between SKIIffiT/ONTRICH on 9 April

plausible denial# 

All of ONTRICH'S work was also on a plausible denial basis, 
since it is virtually impossible to get any work done otherwise. 

All contacts made by SKILLET with Honduran officials made 
use of, *4 possible cutouts and all without witnesses. SKILLET 
is in a good position to deny all if the necessity ever arises. He 
always prefaced every discussion on the subject with the United 
States non-intervention theme and on a personal basis he would like 

to see Communism unrooted in the Hemisphere. 

At this point the danger of the Honduran officials involved 


disclosing U. S. intervention is small since after the first shipment 
of arms was received by them makes them accomplices and they will 
never burn themselves in order to disclose intervention on the part 
of Uncle Sam. 

The Honduran political situation at the present time is much 
more delicate than any situation they could ever put the U. S. in.

At that time his biggest problem concerning 
PBSUCCESS was selecting a loyal and trustworthy representative. 

With all operations stalmated because of th. C 3 indecision

have possibly turned the government into chaos, it was necessary to 
take positive steps to remedy the situation.
